1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicants have not overcome the 1 12 first paragraph rejection as well as prior art 102 rejection and 103 rejection made in the 
previous office action for reaosn of record. As for applicants' current traversal of the 112 scope of enablement rejection, 
applicants have made at best two compounds with Y choice as phenyl and there is no showing that the all choice of Y embraced 
in the claims would lead to desired product as noted before. In addition, applicants have argued that instant Y is an organic 
radical, the prior art does not have organic group and Si-C-(CH3)3 is not a organic radical. This is not persuasive. Given the 
broadest possible definition for Y as an organic radical. Si bearing organic group is an organic radical. Furthermore, Y choices 
permit various heteroatoms including halogens substituted organic groups. Therefore, silicon substituted organic group cannot 
be deemed as not an organic group.
